3. The terms of reference of the proposed Committee would be as follows:—* 

‘To study the working of contract labour system in the jobs/works of Oxy cutting of steel scrap. Handling of 
material. Painting, packing and loading of Wheel Sets, Oxy cutting of tikul. Maintenance of factory premises and 
cleaning etc. and ReUning of electric arc furnaces, laddies etc. in the establishment of Indian Railways, Wheel & 
Axle Plant, Yelahanka, Bangalore and to make suitable recommendations whether or not the employment of 
contract labour in the jobs/works of Oxy cutting of steel scrap. Handling of material, Painting, packing and load¬ 
ing of wheel sets, Oxy cutting of skul, Maintenance of factory premises and cleaning etc. and Relining of electric 
are furnaces, laddies etc, in the establishment of Indian Railways, Wheel & Axle Plant, Yelahanka Bangalore be 
prohibited keeping in view the provision of section 10 of the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Act, 
1970." 

4. The Headquarter of the Committee will be at Bangalore. The Committee will submit its report within three months.
